Oroville, May 23d.—Hong Di, the Col­ 
usa murderer, was arrested yesterday near 
the Central House, on the road between 
here and Marysville, by L. Shubert. He 
is quite sick and vomiting to-day, evidently 
from over-feeding, and cannot be inter­ 
viewed. The following is his statement, 
made to Sheriff Ball and Mr. Biiiiou late 
last night: He says the shooting of Mrs. 
Biiliou was accidental; that Weaver had 
threatened to kill him, and he tried to kill 
Weaver, and in doing so shot Mrs. Billiou 
as she jumped from the table. 
He aiso 
denies shooting at the girl, but he has also 
told several conlradietory stories about his 
whereabouts, evidently with a desire to 
shield his friends, and it is hard to know 
which story is true. H e says that imme­ 
diately after the shooting he went to the 
river and got a boat and rowed up to an 
island. H e laid in the brush two days anil 
then went to Butte Creek, where he had an 
uncle. But the uncle was gone, and he 
then went to the warehouse near Billion’s, 
and at night went to Billion's house and 
stole a lot of provisions, took them to the 
warehouse and concealed them and him self 
in a lot of loose hay, and has stayed there 
ever since, until last Friday, when some 
men removed some of the hay, and fearing 
they would take it all. lie left*, and went to 
the Sacramento river bridge, intending to 
drown him self; but a boat whistle blew, 
and he passed on. leaving his gun and a 
letter. He came direct to Oroville, passed 
through here Saturday evening and on 
down toward Marysville on Sunday, to 
where he was arrested. 
He was barefooted, 
except he had sacks tied round his feet, 
which excited the suspicion ot Shubert, 
who began questioning him , when he 
jum ped over the fence into Pollock's field 
and started to run. 
Shubert pursued, 
caught him , and lie then acknowledged 
that he was Hong Di. 
He is small, pale 
and young, not over seventeen. 
He said 
he was worn out and had given up, and 
had he known where the jail was he would 
have went there on Saturday night and sur­ 
rendered. hut none of Ins countrymen 
would talk to him. H e will he taken to 
Colusa for trial- 
n osi; DI HAS A FEVER. 
Oroville, May 23d—r. m.—Your reporter 
visited the jail twice this afternoon to in­ 
terview Hong Di, but on both occasions 
was informed by Sheriff Ball that he was 
too sick to talk. 11c has a high fever this 
evening. 


^Hubert's story ok the capture. 
Chico, May 23d.—The Kntcrprisi pub­ 
lishes the following interview with A. L. 
Shubert, who captured Hong Di. Shubert 
says: 1 was driving along the Marysville 
and Oroville road, keeping my eyes open 
ail the time for Hong Di. 
Í was nearly 
opposite the house known as Pollock’s, 
four miles east of Oridley, when 1 saw a 
Chinaman coming along the road toward 
me. 
His actions were suspicious. 
His 
clothes were tattered, and he had on shoes 
made of sacks. His hat was turned down 
over 
his 
face, and as he approached 
me 
he threw 
his 
head 
down, 
but 
not enough to hide his face. 
When lie was 
about iifteen feet from m e 'I stopped my 
team and called and beckoned to him. lie 
did not heed, but shook his head, pointed 
down the road and mumbled something to 
himself. 1 called to him three times, but 
he kept right on. After I called the last 
time I got down from my wagon to over­ 
take the Chinaman. who had gone by me 
fifty or sixty feet. 
He looked back, saw 
me getting down and broke and ran for the 
fence on the lefthaud side of the road over 
which he jum ped into the field. 
A short distance behind me S. (¡. .Saund­ 
ers was driving along the road. Before 
I 
started 
after 
the 
Chinaman 
I 
stopped 
Saunders 
and 
told 
him 
I 
thought 
the 
fugitive was Hong 
Di, 
and 
that 
1 
was 
going 
to 
capture 
him. 
1 asked Saunders for a pistol, but he 
had none, and so I jumped the fence and 
started after the Chinaman, who had con­ 
siderable of a start. 
We crossed two fields 
and jum ped three fences, but 1 kept gain­ 
ing all the time. The Chinaman stopped 
several times and turned toward me, pu t­ 
ting his hand on his hip as if he had a pis­ 
tol. 
W hen he did so I would stop also, as 
I feared lie really had a pistol and would 
shoot. 
At last, while we were in the third 
field, I was close upon the Chinaman, 
when he turned on me again, but this time 
I 
put 
m y 
own 
hand 
back, as 
if 
to 
shoot, and 
the 
Chinaman 
sud­ 
denly 
dropped 
down on 
his knees, 
threw 
up 
both 
bands 
and 
begged 
me not to shoot him. 
I asked him who he 
was, and he said. ‘ Me Hong—Hong— 
Billiou; live at St. John.” 
1 told bin: to 
come with me, and started back to the 
roail, he otfering no resistance. Saunders 
met me at the fence as I came back with 
Hong Di. We cut strips of cloth and tied 
his hands, and then put him in the wagon, 
tying hint down with a rope, without any 
resistance on his part. 
All the way back through the fields and 
while we were tying him, he kept telling 
the facts of the murder, and all the time 
we were bringing him to Chico he was 
talkative. Saunders and I drove to Griii- 
ley and changed our team there, and then 
hurried on to Chico, wbere we arrived about 
half past 3. Hong Di was taken to the 
house of Kev. J. E. Barnes, father-in-law 
of Mr. Shubert. where he was given some­ 
thing to eat. 
He was almost famished, as 
he said he had had nothing to eat but greeu 
wheat for the past four days, and no water 
for three days. 
He made a full confession of the murder 
to Rev. Mr. Barnes and Mrs. Shubert while 
at the house. Mr. Shubert went to H enry 
W hite’s to get a team and t :ok down Mr. 
W hite witli him , who saw Hong and 
identified him bejond a doubt. The boy 
is much emaciated, but he has the mole on 
his neck, and other marks by which he is 
recognized. 
Mr. Shubert left Chico for Oroville with 
his prisoner about t o'clock yesterday after­ 
noon. On the road he passed Joseph Bil­ 
liou, who war searching for the Chinaman, 
but as the prisoner was tied down in the 
bottom of a covered wagon Mr. Biiiion 
knew7 nothing of the capture until later. 
Sir. Shubert reached Oroville about 7 
o'clock, and drove through the town rap­ 
idly to the jail and saw Hong Di safely 
locked in a cell. Judge Freer was present 
at the time, and Sheriff Ball arrived shortly 
afterward. In their presence the China­ 
man made a full confession of the murder, 
why he committed it, where he has been 
since, and ail the facts connected with it, 
which have been kept from the pres3. 
Mr. Biiiiou has been to Oroville and 
identified the prisoner, and the Sheriff of 
Colusa has been notified, and probably 
Hong Di wil! be in Colusa before 'o-mor- 
row morning. 
The sum of Í2.D00 has been offered in 
rewards, and there may be a suit over the 
payments, as Saunders* claims an equal 
share with Shubert, which the latter is not 
willing to accede.

DEADLY’ 
EXPLO SIO N. 


Tw o M en K illed an d A n o th er Injured by 
a B o iler E xp losion . 


A l b u q u e r q u e , May 
23d.—Pablo Cris- 
pives’ sawmill in Canyon Largo, 30 miles 
east of this city, was the scene of a terrible 
explosion vesterdav morning, resulting in 
the enure destruction of the property, in­ 
stantly killing two men. one of them the 
sou of the prop:ietor, and seriously wound­ 
ing the head sawyer. Thomas Valaw. Yes­ 
terday morning the men went to work at 
half-past 8, and whiie the eight employes 
of the mill were engaged in their usual occu­ 
pations, and without an instant’s warning, 
a terrific explosion splintered the heavy 
timbers and threw the debris into a con­ 
fused heap into the gulch over which it 
was built. Five men were iu the sawdust pit 
and escaped serious injury, but the 17-year- 
old sou of Mr. Crispives and a Mexican 
employe named Benito were hurled into 
the air, as if shot from a catapult, and 
dashed to the earth a hundred feet away 
from the mill. 
Both were picked up life­ 
less, their bodies being frightfully m an­ 
gled, with liinbs broken and head3 crushed. 
Vataw was thrown a considerable distance 
with splintered and broken boards and 
timbers. 
His head was severely coutnsed, 
and a fracture of the skull is feared, while 
his left leg is badly crushed, bis right wrist 
broken, and neck and back terribly scalded 
by escaping steam from the boiler.

H a m il t o n (Ont.), May 23d.—Mr.O’Brien 
met with a reception here which threw 
everything that has occurred up to Ihe 
present time in the shade. As he w:ts 
helped out of the car his eyes rested upon 
such an extraordinary sight as is said by 
citizens not to have been seen in this town 
during many years. There, under the 
scorching rays of the sun, with their hais 
off, was a vast body of stalwart men packed 
so closely together that a passage could 
not be made for some minutes. 
In vain 
did Mr. Kilbride and his other friends be­ 
seech the thronging thousands to make 
way and stop shaking hands with Mr. 
O’Brien. 
Finally the procession of carriages moved 
and proceeded to the Royal Hotel, saluted 
with cheers along the "whole route. 
A 
meeting was held at 8 o’clock in the Palace 
Rink, on Jackson street, about half a mile 
from the hotel. Outside the hall a large 
crowd had gathered, only a few of whom 
were anti-O’Brienites. O’Brien begged the 
indulgence of his audience on account of 
his condition, and proceeded to speak with 
such force as he had, covering in the main 
the same ground which he tins heretofore 
covered in his speeches. A lterM r.O 'Brien 
sat down, the Chairman read a cablegram 
of sym pathy from McCarthy,Sexton,Ilealy, 
Dillon and Biggar. 
George Collins, an Englishm an who also 
addressed 
the meeting, astoni.-hed the 
audience by the bitterness of the attack on 
Lord Lansdowne. 
Frederick Walters, President of the Iron 
Mulders’ Union, J. H. Ilacev and Edward 
W illiams, all Englishmen, and W m. Berry, 
an Orangeman, made speeches, after which 
a resolntion condemning Lord Lansdowne 
was passed. 
A crowd of several hundred collected on 
Jackson street, opposite the rink, just as 
was the case at Kingston, while the meet­ 
ing was going on. They were Orangemen, 
but the Chief of Police drove them away. 
The chief allow ed no one to stand on the 
block. W hat he did probably pi evented a 
riot, for had there been any attack the men 
who met O'Brien at the depot in the fore­ 
noon, and who were on hand in hundreds, 
marching up and down on the side streets, 
would 
have 
done 
terrible execution. 
O’Brien's bodyguard in Hamilton was an 
organized reality. All was well up to this, 
but the worst was to come. 
Another 
attack 
was 
made upon 
O'Brien—this 
time with firearms—and again there was 
another miraculous escape. This escape, 
however, being accompanied by a wound 
in the wrist of one of O'Brien's faithful 
companions. O’Brien was sitting down, 
after having made a vigorous speech, in 
return for a vote of thanks passed, and 
Dennis Kilbride was engaged in a like 
task. 
Just 
then 
a 
man 
was 
ob­ 
served on the platform 
leaning over 
and whispering something in O’Brien’s ear. 
It was noticed that O’Brien shook his head 
qs though in dissent. 
The man persisted, 
and half of the audience now rose to their 
feet, peering over each other's heads and 
anxiously striving to catch a glimpse of 
what was going forward on the platform. 
The Chairman tried to quiet the anxiety by 
asking the audience to hear Mr. Kilbride, 
but the crowd of two thousand people, 
primed with angry feelings, that have lasted 
since t lie two successive attem pts on O Iirien 
at Kingston and Toronto, were not easily 
quieted down. They had noticed that a 
man whispered to O’Brien, and they were 
evidently determined to see what if meant. 
The man again made a silent appeal (what­ 
ever it was) and again Mr. O'Brien shook 
his head. Still one more appeal was made, 
and this time M r.O ’Brien seemed to ac­ 
quiesce. 


THE FIRST SIGN OF COMMOTION 
Was when Mr. O’Brien got up and left the 
platform. This was in response to a re­ 
quest several time made to him, which he 
liad already refused. It was the idea of 
some officious and meddlesome m an—a 
plan which he had to save O’Brien's life. 
The plan was to leave the rink by a 
narrow alley, then reach McNabb street, 
jum p into a carriage in waiting and drive 
to the hotel. It was the first time, so far 
during his tour, that he did not go out the 
ordinary way, and the plan well nigh cost 
him his life. In the carriage, which was 
covered, the only ones besides O'Brien 
were Messrs. McMahon and Roche, of the 
local branch of the National League, and 
Dennis Kilbride. On the driver’s seat were 
John Nelson, who held the reins, and Tip 
O’Brien. As they whipped up the horses 
and faced for the hotel the crowd suddenly 
appeared. This crowd pro veil unfriendly, 
for no sooner had O’Brien and his friends 
taken their places than they set up the 
usual hissing and groaning, which after­ 
wards proved to be a concerted signal to a 
group of five men who lurked around the 
m arket building in Market Square. The 
men who hissed and groahed followed the 
carriage, and as it wheeled into Market 
Square there was a sudden click. 


THE CARRIAGE BOMilARDED WITH BULLETS 
The horses pranced, and a flash of light 
suddenly overspread the group of build­ 
ings where the then lurked. The reins 
dropped out of John Nelson’s hands, and, 
with the cxclanmiion, “ Oh, my God, I ’m 
sh o t!” he fell forward on the seat. 
Crash ! crash 1 crash I quick as lightning, 
and through the bright flashes i f liatue 
sped the bullets from two revolvers, until 
eight 
shots had 
been 
fired. 
O’Brien 
stretched forward to look out, and as he 
did so a ball whistled by his face, and 
passed through the opposite window with­ 
out harm ing anybody. T. P. O’Brien, 
Nelson’s companion, who had been dazed, 
now grasped the reins and

Into Jam es street and down to the hotel. 
Here there was a hostile crowd, who hooted 
as the party within tried to open the door, 
but could not. 
Mr. McMahon jumped 
over the door, and, drawing his revolver, 
held the crowd at bay while O’Brien and 
his friends were making their exn from 
the carriage, also by the same uncomfort­ 
able way. 
As the party stepped into the 
corridor of the hotel,

Was hurled at them, but no one was hit. 
Chief McKinnon and his men now rushed 
up, but all was over. 
Nelson was taken to 
the City Hospital and Dr. James White ex­ 
tracted the bullet. 
He says the wound is 
dangerous. It is on the left wrist. No ar­ 
rests were made. 
W hen Mr. O'Brien reached his room he 
was sm iling aud cheerful, and nobody to 
look at him would have supposed that he 
had just escaped from the last of a series of 
attem pts to take his life.

W in ter Q uarters o f T u rtles. F rogs, e tc . 
W hat a j-uzzle it is to know what be­ 
comes of the turtles, irogs, toads aud other 
inhabitants of the water ! Just as soon as 
the ice disappears these inhabitants of tire 
ponds begin to show themselves, first one 
and then another. 
A writer to the iieiss 
Cross tells us: 
“ Some have been puzzled 
to know where all the frogs came from last 
soring, alinhst before the frost was nut of 
the ground. They ali seemed we. 
and 
able to sing; and in no way did they ap­ 
pear to suffer from the cold weather. 
I am 
often obliged, during the winter months, 
to secure the assistance ot a frog to make 
the fact of hlood-circulation plain to my 
students in zoology, and, as I do no7, always 
have a supply of frogs on hand. I have 
many times gone to their winter homes, 
and taken them out of their comfortable 
quarters for a course in the laboratory. A 
spring is selected which contains as many 
stones, sticks, leaves, and as much mud as 
possible, and a regular attack upon the in- 
habitantsis at ou.eecommenced. I fir-tdiga 
ditch to drain off the water, and then 1 re 
move careluiiy ihe sticks and .stones, watch­ 
ing all the time for signs of life under each 
piece; and afterwards I dig down into the 
mud, usually with m y hands, to avoid 
hurting the anim als which may he buried 
in it. 
I have never failed to catch several 
frogs, cray-li.-h, newts, worms, and some­ 
times minnows and smaller animals, tit for 
winter study. I have always bt-en repaid 
for my trouble by the enthusiasm with 
which my three or four students—who vol­ 
unteered to help me—dig in the mud alter 
the specimens, and by the interest they 
take in learning how a" frog passes a cold 
winter in northwestern Pennsylvania, at 
an altitude of twelve hundred feet above 
tiie s-en, when the temperature Is often 
twenty degrees below zero, and the ground 
frozen from three to five fee; deep. Of 
course, large numbers of these anim áis 
w inter in swamps, though we cannot tiud 
them there; bat we may be always sure of 
our game if we choose a living spring.'

TO SEGURE COUNTY EXH IBITS. 


The State Agricultural 
Society 
has 
issued a letter to the people of the interior, 
and to the local associations anil county 
Superviséis, urging immediate action with 
a view to having all the counties repre­ 
sented at the State Fair in competition for 
the $2,000 set aside for county exhibits. 
A ll this is well enough, and it ought to 
bring a good and helpful response, and re­ 
sult in activity to the end desired. 
But a half dozen “ liv e” men sent into 
the counties to organize the local etibrts 
will be worth a million circulars. 
For the 
people, when busy with the approaching 
harvest, are unlikely to effect organiza­ 
tion, as a result of circular solicitation. 
What is left to everybody is usually at­ 
tended to by nobody. Let the State Board of 
Agriculture at once employ a half dozen 
thoroughly competent men to go into the 
counties and effect the organization asked 
for, and secure the positive pledge of the 
people to make the fair of 1887 the 
greatest ever held upon the coast. 
Without any intention to reproach, or to 
boast, we submit that four years ago, and 
again three years ago, the R ecsord-U xio> .' 
urged precisely such a policy, and repeat­ 
edly asked the State Society to adopt it. 
The Board, however, admitting it was a 
good plan, resolved to leave the county 
exhibit business to the Granges. .This 
journal pointed out that in several counties 
there are no ( ¡range organizations, and in 
many, so many of them that the ie-ponsi- 
bility would lie too much divided. 
The 
result was that only a few counties ex­ 
hibited. 
They were splendid exhibitions, 
to lie sure, anil led to a second and a third 
effort of the same kind, with results about 
as in the first instance. 
Now that the Mechanics’ Institute pri­ 
vate syndicate is in the field bidding for 
county exhibits, the matter cannot longer 
l>c left to everybody to lie worked up. 
It 
requires individual effort, personal canvass 
and 
solicitation 
by 
fully 
authorized 
representatives of the .State Society. 
Had 
that plan been adopted years ago, it is en­ 
tirely probable that we would have had 
fifteen or sixteen counties competing, and 
jxxssibly twenty, and the opposition of the 
San Francisco concern would have been 
powerless to divert them. 
It is not now 
untimely to adopt the plan, and which to 
a certain extent the San Francisco Asso­ 
ciation has fallen upon and utilized. 
The 
reasons that existed for its adoption bv the 
State Society some years ago still exist, hut 
are stronger than ever, and the need for 
such individual effort much greater.

On the fifth day of March, 1849, the day 
on which President Taylor was inaugur­ 
ated, ten men with five wagons left Battle 
Creek. Michigan, for the new El Dorado. 
The trip across the plains was made with­ 
out accident, the party arriving in llang- 
town, as Placerville was then called, on 
the 22d of August. They engaged in min­ 
ing with varied success.’ As years passed 
these hardy adventurous spirits, then 
young and active men, frequently held re­ 
unions, lived over again the scenes of 
camp life on the plains, and recounted 
their experiences in the gold mines, which 
were full of thrilling interest. The last 
reunion was held on the 11th of this 
month at the residence of George Me- 
Cartiley, in San Ramon vallev, Contra 
Costa county. But three of the ¡iartv were 
present—Chas. I!. Cooley, of this city, 82 
years of age; Chas. Lowell, formerly of 
this city hut now of Oakland, 72 years, 
and the host, Mr. McCamley, 60 years. 
Two of the original party now reside at 
their old home in Battle Creek, Michigan, 
and the other five have gone to that “ un 
discovered country from whose bourne no 
traveler returns.
